H Bidding

m. Mail Bidders 

When a mail bidder submits the high bid on 
a lot, he will be awarded the lot at a nominal 
5 to 10% advance over the second highest 
bid. (For further explanation see Important In¬ 
formation for Mail Bidders, p. iii) In the event 
of tie winning mail bids, the first bid received 
will be awarded the lot. Bids are accepted in 
whole dollars only. All others will be rounded 
to the nearest dollar. No unlimited or "buy" 
bids will be accepted.

Mishandled Proofs will be graded as any cir¬ 
culated coin, and may be classified as 
Prool-40 (denoting an Extremely Fine coin) 
or Prool-55, etc.

IMPORTANT INFORMATION 
FOR MAIL BIDDERS 

Bidding by mail is a convenient and popular 
method of participating in a major rare coin 


auction. But successful mail bidding, like suc¬ 
cessful collecting, comes from knowledge. It 
is important for the mail bidder to know how 
mail bidding works, and how to use mail bid¬ 
ding forms (such as the New England Mail 
Bid Form enclosed in this catalog) to your 
best advantage. Below, you will find helpful 
information regarding New England's mail 
bidding process, and some important hints 
on preparing a successful mail bid form. 

How New England Mall Bidding Works 

New England Rare Coin Auctions' mail bid¬ 
ding system has been structured with you, 
the bidder, in mind. It enables you to. 

1. Bid conveniently in the privacy of your 
own home. 

2 . Obtain the lots you want as inexpensively 
as possible. 

With these goals in mind. New England's 
numismatic staff follows these mail bidding 
procedures: 

When we receive your mail bid form, we will 
assign you a bidder number, Your bids are 
then transferred, along with your number, in¬ 
to New England's computerized master bid 
book. For example, if you were assigned bid¬ 
der #749, New England would record your 
bids in our master book as shown below.

Just before the auctioa after all mail bids 
have been recorded in the master bid book 
we also record what the opening bid will be 
for each lot in a column marked "Opening 
Bid" (as shown above), Opening bids are 
determined by increasing the second high¬ 
est bid received on a given lot by 5-10%. For 
example, in the illustration above, Lot 658 
received mail bids of $250, $500 and 
$1,000. The second highest bid ($500) 
increased by 5-10% is $525. Therefore, $525 
is the figure recorded in the "Opening Bid" 
column. 

At the auctioa il there is no floor activity on 
the lot you (as bidder #749) would be 
awarded the lot at $525. II there is floor activi¬ 
ty on the lot, we will act as your agent and 
bid competitively for you. If the amount that 
we bid for you is not exceeded by a bidder 
on the floor, you will be awarded the lot 
wherever the bidding stopped. In every in¬ 
stance, we will try to obtain your lots as inex¬ 
pensively as possible, and in no case will we 
exceed the amount you've indicated as 
your maximum bid (ie. the amount recorded 
above your bidder number in our bid book) 
unless you so indicate on your mail bid sheet. 


For this reasoa it is important that the bid you 
submit should be the absolute maximum 
that you would be willing to pay for that lot. 
You will not necessarily have to pay the full 
amount of that bid. As a matter of fact nearly 
70% of our mail bidders are awarded their 
successful purchases at less than their top 
bids. All of our auctions are unreserved, too. 
This means that every coin in our sale is sold 
to the highest bidder. No reserve bids are 
allowed.

A Guide to Successful Mail Bidding 


New England Rare Coin Auctions otters 
specialized services to help make your mail 
bidding experience a successful one. Our Ex¬ 
hibition Service otters you the opportunity to 
personally view lots before placing your 
bids. Our mail bidding process allows you to 
purchase coins at levels below your actual 
bids. But in helping to ensure a successful 
mail bidding experience, there is one thing 
that you can do: read the Terms of Sale that 
you'll find in this catalog carefully, and fill out 
your mail bid form with these hints in mind 

1. Please remember that New England can¬ 
not be responsible for errors made on your 
mail bid form, and mail bidders are le¬ 
gally bound to purchase any coins 
awarded to them at auction Therefore, 
before filling out your mail bid form, plan 
your personal bidding program carefully. 
We suggest using a worksheet to write 
down all the coins from this sale that you'd 
like to bid on and your maximum bids. 
When you've completed your worksheet, 
review it keeping your own finances in 
mind and revise your bids accordingly. 
After fin alizin g your worksheet fill out your 
mail bid form. This will help reduce er¬ 
rors on the form and enable New England 
to process your bids accurately and 
efficiently. 


2 . When deciding how much to bid for any 

given coin refer to current dealer price 
lists. Such lists will not tell you exactly how 
much to bid for the coins you want, but 
they will give you some indication of 
realistic bidding levels. Of course, there 
may be some coins that you'll want to try 
to obtain at "bargain" prices, but a solid 
knowledge of realistic bid levels will 
generally produce the most satisfying 
results. For example, a coin that is currently 
selling in dealers' price lists for around 
$1,000 will probably not be won by a bid 
of under $800-$900, and by bidding in 
this range you run a high risk of losing the 
coin. You would have a much better 
change of obtaining the coin with a bid in 
the $1,000-51,200 range. 

3 . Never bid more for any given coin than 

you are willing to pay. Again, New 
England cannot be responsible for mail 
bid form errors and you are legally bound 
to purchase any coin awarded to you at 
auction. Therefore please make sure that 
each bid you write down truly represents 
the maximum amount you would be 
willing and able to pay for any given lot. 

4 . If you wish to limit the total amount you'd 

like to spend at this auction, please in¬ 
dicate that limit on your mail bid form. 
(New England has provided a space for 
you to do so in the form's left column.) You 



may then record bids on your form of up to 
three times the amount of your limit and 
New England will execute bids for you un¬ 
til your limit is reached (Due to book¬ 
keeping costs, New England's bid-limiting 
service can only be offered to bidders with 
limits of $1,000 or more.) 

5 . If you wish to limit your purchases by coin 
type rather than by dollar amount, you 
may use New England's "One Lot" policy. 
This policy allows you to group up to five 
lots of any one coin type (e.g. five Morgan 
Dollars, five St. Gaudens Double Eagles, 
etc.) together on your mail bid form and 
indicate that you want to purchase only 
one coin out of that group (see example 
below). This is an especially useful mail 
bidding tool for type set collectors who 
may see, for example, five desirable In¬ 
dian Head Eagles in this auction but wish 
to purchase only one. (Please note: Our 
"One Lot" policy and limiting total pur¬ 
chases by dollar amounts cannot be com¬ 
bined on a single mail bid form.)

COLONIAL COINAGE 


THE WASHINGTON TOKENS 

The Washington Token series has been popular with collectors of American Colonial and post- 
Colonial issues, as well as collectors of English and American tokens, for almost 200 years. They 
were avidly sought by English collectors during the token collecting fad of the late 18th Century, 
and in 1875 Sylvester Crosby devoted an entire chapter of The Early Coins Of America to these 
odd pieces. 

Most of the Washington pieces were produced in England as trade tokens and then were actively 
used in the United States. The logos and edge lettering of many issues attest to this English 
origin, and the heavy wear proves they circulated widely. Interestingly, most of the pieces dated 
1783 were actually struck in England around 1820, the 1783 date merely referring to the end of 
the Revolutionary War. Most others were struck contemporaneous to their stated date. 

New England is pleased to offer an exquisite selection of Washington items in high grade, with 
several in original Mint State. Many of the following twenty-one pieces are among the finest 
known of their varieties. They present a wonderful opportunity for Washington specialists as well 
as the collector who wants a single high-grade example to broaden his collection and horizons. 


14 1783 Washington, Large Military Bust, ALMOST UNCIRCULATED-50, toned 
glossy brown. An exceptionally sharp strike for the issue. A light nick on Presi¬ 
dent Washington’s cheek and two smaller ones in the obverse right field, other¬ 
wise blemish-free. (p. 52 of Guide Book) 

15 1783 Washington Cent, Small Military Bust, Corded Edge, ALMOST UN- 
CIRCULATED-55, brown with traces of original mint red. Struck from heavily 
cracked obverse die. An incredibly sharply struck specimen with high-wire rims. 
Two light scratches in the left reverse field, otherwise virtually mark-free. Col¬ 
onial American Coin Club papers signed by Walter Breen and Don Taxay accom¬ 
pany. (p. 52 of Guide Book) 

16 1783 Washington Cent, Unity States, ALMOST UNCIRCULATED-58, glossy 
brown surfaces. Usual striated periphery but nevertheless a choice example. 
Rare to locate so nice. (p. 52 of Guide Book)

LARGE CENTS 


In his introduction to the 1948 classic standard reference work Early American Cents. Dr. William 
Sheldon wrote: “Early coppers have long been looked upon by coin dealers as the bellweathers of 
the market, and for a century and a half now they have been the backbone of American 
numismatics." In an earlier work on the same subject. The Cents of the United States published 
in 1890, F.W. Doughty called the Large Cent the “favorite coin of our American collectors.” Even 
now in the 1980’s, the Large Cent series offers a continuing challenge to all of the various schools 
of collecting from the novice to the most advanced specialist. 

Type collectors will find this series particularly challenging since of the six major types, the first 
five, namely the 1793 Chain Cent, the 1793 Wreath Cent, the Liberty Cap type (1793-1796), the 
Draped Bust type (1796-1807) and the Classic Head type (1808-1814) are all very scarce if not 
rare in high grade. The remaining type, the Coronet Head type (1816-1857) is still fairly ob¬ 
tainable, but Superb pieces will typically bring several times “Catalog value” whenever offered. 

Date collectors will find that most of the sixty-four different dates issued annually from 1793-1857 
(no Large Cents were issued dated 1815 due to the acute shortage of copper resulting from The 
War of 1812) can be assembled rather easily and inexpensively. The key dates in the series in¬ 
cluding 1793, 1799 and 1804 may take a bit more looking but they too can be obtained rather 
easily, at least in low grade. 

Possibly the most intriguing method of collecting Large Cents is by clasifying them by die variety. 
Since there are literally hundreds of different varieties and sub-varieties ranging in availability 
from unique (one known) to very common, the student of Large Cent die varieties can enjoy a 
lifetime of pleasant diversion attempting to assemble as nearly complete a set as his energies and 
budget will allow.

LIBERTY NICKELS 


The now familiar classical head of Liberty which appears on the nickel five-cent piece regularly 
issued from 1883 to 1912, was initially conceived in 1881 by Charles E. Barber, the then Chief 
Engraver of the Mint. A.L. Snowden, the Director of the Mint, had requested Barber to create a 
series of uniform design and composition consisting of a one-cent, three-cent and five-cent piece. 
Of the three original denominations, only the five-cent piece ultimately became a regular issue 
and then, only after the design had been revised seven times. The result was the 1883 “No Cents" 
Liberty Head nickel, so-called because the word “Cents” does not appear anywhere on the coin. 
The only indication of value is a Roman numeral “V” meaning “5” on the reverse. Even though 
the nickel five-cent piece had existed as a regular issue coin since 1866, the American public ob¬ 
jected to this peculiarity of design with the result that the reverse was once again redesigned to 
replace “E Pluribus Unum” with the word “Cents.” 

As is usually the case with one year type coins such as this, great quantities were saved as 
curiosities with the result that the 1883 “No Cents” nickel is one of the most easily obtainable of 
all 19th Century type coins. Circulated specimens are still available in quantity for only a few 
dollars each, but strictly Uncirculated pieces are legitimately scarce while Superb quality pieces

A very attractive coin with 
original steel-gray toning. 

962 1797 10 Stars left, 6 Stars right, B-3, R-4. EXTREMELY FINE-45, original gray 
toning. Bold strike with well defined stars surrounded by light golden toning. A 
few small edge bumps. This type is scarce relative to the more plentiful Heraldic 
Eagle Bust Dollar, and the 1797 has the lowest of the four years of Small Eagle 
mintage, 7776 pieces, (color photo) 

963 1798 Medium Wide Date, Heraldic Eagle, B-14, R-3, FINE-12. A few minor rim 
nicks and surface blemishes including one directly in front of the mouth of Ms. 
Liberty. A series of pin pricks can be found around Ms. Liberty’s ear. 


1 798 OFF-CENTER BUST DOLLAR 

964 1798 Heraldic Eagle Reverse, B-3, R-4, FINE-15. Off center by 15% with most of 

“BERTY” missing on obverse and eagle’s tail on reverse. Nice original gray ton¬ 
ing with a minimum of minor surface marks. This piece must have caught quite a 
few double takes as it passed from hand to hand in the 19th century, and will be 
an eye catching addition to any present day Bust Dollar or Error coin collection, 
(color photo) 


965 1798 B-10, R-4, VERY FINE-25. Light steel-gray toning. Small edge nick at 6 
o’clock on obverse. 

966 1798 Heraldic Eagle, Wide Date, 13 Arrows, B-23, R-3, EXTREMELY FINE-40. 
Very sharp shield and Eagle’s feathers on reverse. Small planchet irregularity at 
11 o’clock on obverse. 

967 1799/8 15 Stars Reverse, B-3, R-5, EXTREMELY FINE-40, lightly dipped but 
very attractive with much original lustre adhering. Rim bumps on the obverse at 
10 o’clock and 12 o’clock and a trace of adjustment marking evident at right 
cloud on reverse. Interesting variety, in which the die was originally punched with 
15 Stars and then corrected to 13 Stars by extending the right and left clouds to 
cover two Stars, the points of which are still visible beneath the clouds. Scarce 
and desirable as a major variety and as an attractive early type coin.

969 1799 B-lOb, R-3, VERY FINE-20, light toning. Steel-gray hue. A few contact 
marks at base of throat on obverse and a rim bruise at 4 o’clock on the reverse. 
Reverse die in late stage of deterioration, exhibiting many criss-crossing and en¬ 
circling die breaks. 
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970 1799 13 Stars reverse, B-l la, R-5, VERY FINE-30, original gray toning. A few 
small rim nicks and contact marks. Two light scratches at 3 o’clock on reverse. A 
sub variety of the “One Berry” variety of B-ll. This coin exhibits the massive 
diagnostic reverse diebreak running from the 9 o’clock rim, across the “D” and 
into wing. Rated as “very rare” by Bolender. 

971 1799 B-16, R-2, VERY FINE-30, Light hue of steel-gray toning. Two small rim 
bumps at 7 and 10 o’clock. A few minor marks on obverse. Appears to have been 
lightly cleaned at one time. 

972 1800 B-18, R-2, FINE-15, once lightly cleaned with a slightly pitted reverse. B-18 
is actually a clashed die sub-variety of B-13, created when the B-13 dies heavily 
clashed early in their pairing. The result is evident on the reverse with drapery 
lines obvious above right wing, clouds and stars, as well as the beginnings of 
massive die failure over “AMERICA”. 

973 1800 B-18, R-2, VERY FINE-25, a few tiny pick marks at 1 o’clock reverse. The 
coin still displays traces of original mint lustre. Same comments as on previous 
lot, this coin being at a somewhat later stage of die failure as evidenced by more 
advanced diebreaking about the tail. 

974 1801 B-4, R-5. VERY GOOD-10, attractive pleasing surfaces. The obverse has 
nice peripheral iridescent toning. Scarcest of the four 1801 varieties.

A bold overdate, and a variety whose reverse was used in combination with seven 
obverse dies over the period 1801 to 1803. 

977 1802 B-6, R-l, ALMOST UNCIRCULATED-50, brilliant with almost full lustre. A 
beautiful 1802 dollar, with a full strike, nice centering, no rim damage or surface 
problems to speak of, except some barely noticeable hairlining and some virtually 
undetectable adjustment marks on the reverse. 

978 1803 Small 3, B-4, R-3, EXTREMELY FINE-45, beautiful golden-brown toning 
around periphery. Well struck with traces of mint lustre. Few light edge bumps 
and a small vertical scratch down Ms. Liberty’s face. A fine example for 1803. 

979 1803 Large 3, B-6, R-2, VERY FINE-30. Another nice early dollar, sharply struck 
throughout. A pleasant steel-gray tone covers very clean surfaces. As with most 
early dollars, this piece exhibits some rim bruises, most noticeably three on the 
obverse at 9, 10 and 12 o’clock. 
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980 1836 Gobrecht Dollar J-60, C. Gobrecht F. on base. Eagle amid Stars on 
reverse, GOOD-4. A fine low grade example of this scarce type, with even gray 
tone and no problems save for three edge bruises at 3, 6 and 7 o’clock on the 
obverse. An opportunity for the budget minded collector. 

981 1836 Gobrecht Dollar J-60, Name on base. Eagle amid Stars, VERY GOOD-8. 
More detail than the preceding; but once cleaned, showing two gouges on the 
right obverse field and a dig near the elbow. Heavy slidemarks across the body. 
Originally intended as a pattern, but found its way into circulation. An affordable 
specimen of a rare type coin. 

982 1840 EXTREMELY FINE-40, deep original golden-brown toning. Free of serious 
edge bumps or imperfections. An excellent example of a higher quality circulated 
type coin. First year of issue. 

983 1841 VERY FINE-35, beautiful gray and iridescent toning. Free of serious im¬ 
perfections. A trifle weak in strike. 

984 1842 EXTREMELY FINE-40, once lightly cleaned, but now retoning gray with a 
golden periphery. Light dense hairlines. 

985 1843 VERY FINE-35, deep original brownish-green toning. Virtually mark-free. 
For the collector who appreciates coins in their natural state 

986 1843 ALMOST UNCIRCULATED-58, Prooflike and frosty. Lightly hairlined. 
Obverse rim nicks at 1 and 7 o’clock. 

987 1844 EXTREMELY FINE-45, golden-brown toning. Frosty devices. A few minor 
rim nicks and hairlines in fields. Only 20,000 minted. 

988 1845 ALMOST UNCIRCULATED-50, nice reflective surfaces with light golden- 
blue toning. Nice sharp detail. Only 24,500 minted. 

989 1846 EXTREMELY FINE-40, dark grayish-blue toning. Free of edge bumps, and 
fields show signs of light contact with other coins.

996 1863 PROOF-63, lightly hairlined in the fields, possibly from an old cleaning. 
Nicely toned steel-gray and light iridescence. Above average survivor of the 460 
minted, (color photo) 

997 1866 With Motto, PROOF-63, beautiful greenish-brown toning. A few faint 
hairlines in fields. First year “In God We Trust” added to reverse, (color photo) 

998 1870 PROOF-60, faintly hairlined. Areas of patina developing on reverse. Only 
600 issued. 

999 1870 PROOF-65, toned. A few minor contact marks. 

1000 1871 PROOF-63, gorgeous multi-color toning and only a minimum of hairlines. 
Only 960 minted. According to Breen (from Chapman, 1889) these were possibly 
“coined from melted horns of the Diligent Fire Company # 10, Philadelphia." 
Handsome and interesting, (color photo) 

1001 1873 VERY FINE-20, original gray-brown toning. Planchet flaw on eagle’s right 
wing. 

1002 1873 MINT STATE-60, lustrous with areas of light golden and brown toning. 
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1003 1874 MINT STATE-65, beautiful original steel-gray and charcoal toning. An in¬ 

credible business strike and underrated as such. Sharply struck, with blazing 
mint lustre beneath the toning. For the perfectionist. ( photo) 
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1004 1875-S MINT STATE-60, brilliant. Some weakness 
nevertheless an above average strike. 

1005 1876 MINT STATE-60, full strike, with light gray toning over Prooflike surfaces.

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1018 1936 ALBANY, MINT STATE-63, lightly toned sea-green and gold upon mostly 
brilliant surfaces. 

1019 1936 ALBANY, MINT STATE-65, light toning. Attractive. 

1020 1936 ALBANY. MINT STATE-65, brilliant. Lustrous. 

1021 1937 ANTIETAM, MINT STATE-65, with the lightest hint of green-gold toning 
upon blazing surfaces.

Akers notes: “There are two main 
varieties for this year. The first has a compact date and 4 berries on the reverse. 
The other major variety, significantly more rare, has a widely spaced date and 5 
berries on the reverse. Both varieties of this year have a unique obverse star con¬ 
figuration; namely 6 stars to the left, and 7 to the right. No other date of this type 
has a similar arrangement. Since most cataloguers did not make a distinction 
between the two varieties, I have included them together in one listing of their 
combined auction records. They are also not listed separately in the Red Book, 
although the difference between the two varieties is certainly as significant as the 
difference between the 13 star reverse and 14 star reverse varieties of 1804 and 
many other comparable varieties that are distinguished in the Red Book.” Here is 
an opportunity to acquire a great rarity.

PATTERN COINAGE 


J-900 1870 25C, Silver, Reeded Edge, R-6, PROOF-60, lightly toned. Struck 
from clashed dies. Scattered hairlines. 

J-1617 1879 $1, Silver, (metric alloy). Reeded Edge, R-6, PROOF-60. Moderate¬ 
ly hairlined as are most (including the Judd Plate coin) but sharply struck and 
toned a light gray-gold hue. During the 1870’s, several attempts were made by 
certain members of Congress to press for adoption of the metric system for 
weights and measures in the U.S. In turn, the Mint prepared designs for coins 
whose weights and alloy specifications were listed in metric terms on the coins 
themselves. This beautiful “Metric Dollar” is one of those designs. Created by 
William Barber, designer of the 20 Cent Piece and Trade Dollar, this coin depicts 
a Liberty Head obverse similar to those he had styled on his Dollar pattern of 
1878 (J-1554) and his Fifty Dollar patterns of 1877 (J-1546, J-1548). The reverse 
denotes the weight of the coin, 25 grams, and lists a breakdown of the alloy in 
parts per thousand: 895.8 S.(ilver), 4.2 G.(old), 100 C.(opper). This is one of the 
originals struck in metric alloy, weighing 25 grams as opposed to the later 
lightweight restrikes which were more softly struck and are far more common. A 
decided rarity with only a handful of pieces known, and seldom offered for sale, 
(color photo) 

J-1628, 1879 Golden Dollar, Copper, Reeded Edge, PROOF-60, mostly brilliant 
with dark toning spots. Appears to have been cleaned some time ago. 


HISTORIC 1880 COILED HAIR STELLA IN GILT COPPER 

J-1661 1880 $4 Copper, Gilt, Reeded Edge, R-7, PROOF-60. Surfaces somewhat 
dull due in part to the gilding process. A few light hairlines in the fields and a 
large reverse scratch extending from S in CENTS downward to the rim at 6 
o’clock. Partial wire edges on both obverse and reverse. 

A rare and popular pattern issue owing to its odd denomination and handsome 
design. Dr. Judd relates part of the coin’s history in his classic reference. United 
States Pattern Experimental and Trial Pieces: 

“The four-dollar gold piece was first suggested as an international coin bp 
Hon. John A. Kasson, then United States Minister to Austria, who had 
formerly been Chairman of the Committee of Coinage, Weights and 
Measures. He thought it was desirable to have a gold coin approximating the 
value of those coins based on the metric system used in the European coun¬ 
tries such as the Austrian 8 florins, the French 20 francs, the Italian 20 lire, 
the Spanish 20 pesetas, and the Dutch 8 florins. 

The committee on coinage favored the plan and suggested that a name 
“suitable for the four-dollar coin would be the ‘One Stella,' in analogy to one 
eagle, both the star and the eagle being National emblems on our coins.” 
Patterns were created for the proposed $4 coin with a reverse design featuring 
the Committee’s suggested five-pointed star with the words ONE STELLA — 400 
CENTS incused upon it. Two distinct obverse designs were created, both depict¬ 
ing a youthful Liberty Head surrounded by the metric specifications of the coin’s 
alloy (★6*G(old)*.3*S(ilver)tt.7C(opper)*7*G*R*A*M*S*)- The 
design by Charles Barber displayed a Liberty Head with flowing hair, while the 
one by George Morgan featured a Liberty Head with chic (by 1870’s standards) 
coiled and braided hair. Apparently, the Barber design won greater favor, for the 
1879 Flowing Hair issue was struck later that year in quantities suitable for sale 
to Congressmen and the public. (400 pieces.) 


By 1880 the idea of including a $4 denomination in our coinage system was los¬ 
ing ground, and only a handful of pieces of both designs were issued in gold, cop¬ 
per and aluminum during that year. Thus, as a type, the Coiled Hair Stella re¬ 
mains far more elusive than the Flowing Hair variety, and as a date the 1880 is 
much scarcer than the 1879. 

We are pleased to offer one of the 10 known 1880 Coiled Hair Stellas in Cop¬ 
per, later gilt to resemble the gold issue. A similar gilt copper 1880 Coiled Hair 
Stella was offered at auction at the 1977 ANA Sale, where it realized $7,250. Our 
delightful coin should realize far in excess of that today, in a market where the 
qualities of beauty, history, rarity and the lure of the exotic are more fully ap¬ 
preciated. (color photo) 


RARE 1882 LIBERTY HEAD NICKEL 

1575 J-1690, 1882 5t, Nickel, Plain Edge, R-6, PROOF-65, brilliant. A beautiful ex¬ 

ample of this scarce and popular transitional pattern. The only detraction of this 
magnificent piece is a light lint mark on the left obverse field. Ex Bowers and 
Ruddy Garrett Collection Sale, Sale II, Lot # 1005, where it was described as 
follows: 

The obverse and reverse are identical in design and appearance, with the ex¬ 
ception of the date, to the 1883 without-CENTS Liberty head nickel as adopted 
for use in circulation in the latter year. Curiously, the reverse of this piece is 
struck from the identical die used to coin some, but not all, of the 1883 without- 
CENTS Proof shield nickels. It can be identified by the S in PLURIBUS which is 
recut at the lower right. 

This is one of the most famous of all Liberty head nickels. It is the rarity beginn¬ 
ing the series, just as the famed 1913 is the rarity closing the series. However, 
although the 1913 Liberty head nickel has received countless paragraphs of at¬ 
tention in numismatic publications, scant attention has been paid to the 1882. 
The 1882 is moderately rare. We would estimate that perhaps two dozen are 
known; Dr. Judd’s estimate is Rarity-6 for the piece, which means between 13 
and 31 are extant, of which some are circulated. In fact, according to Dr. Judd 
this piece is “often seen circulated,” indicating that some of the pieces produced 
as patterns at the Mint may have been kept by employees or other privileged per¬ 
sons and later spent as pocket change when the designs became commonplace. 
Whatever the reason, pristine specimens like the one offered here, are indeed 
elusive today. It would be difficult to imagine a piece with a finer pedigree. 

In the 1950’s an 1882 pattern Liberty head nickel, certainly no finer than the 
one offered in this lot, won first prize in the exhibit of the Central States 
Numismatic Society convention, it was found so intriguing to the viewers and the 
exhibit judges, (color photo)

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MORGAN DOLLARS 


With a total mintage of over 650 million pieces issued annually from 1878 to 1904 and again in 
1921, it is not surprising that the extremely durable Morgan dollar continues to be one of the 
most popular series in American numismatics. As recently as the 1960’s bags of common date 
dollars (and some not so common) were available at face value or only slightly over. It was possi¬ 
ble in those days to search through bags of dollars at your local bank and locate the great ma¬ 
jority of dates at only one dollar each! 

Traditionally, the Treasury Department would release bags of silver dollars around the holiday 
season because they made ideal gifts. As the demand grew, however, they began to dig deeper in¬ 
to their vaults and ultimately released bags of Uncirculated dollars which had been in storage 
since they were minted several decades earlier. Many dates with reasonably high mintages had 
previously been very difficult to locate and it had been presumed that most of them had been 
melted under the provisions of the Pittman Act of 1918. The release in the middle 1960’s of 
several thousand Uncirculated 1903-0’s previously thought to be a “rare” date caused the price to 
tumble from $1,500 to $30 almost overnight. This new availability of previously difficult to obtain 
dates caused renewed interest in the series and many people began to collect silver dollars when 
they realized that the Treasury supplies were nearly depleted. As it turned out, the last remaining 
2.9 million silver dollars were not released at face value but instead were offered for sale to the 
public at substantial premiums in the GSA sales of the middle 1970’s. 

Many other factors such as the fantastic increase in the number of dollar collectors, the release of 
the multi-million Redfield of mostly better date dollars in 1974 and the dramatic rise in price of 
silver bullion have all contributed to the incredible growth in interest (and price appreciation) of 
the Morgan dollar series.
